The friends of Cecil Rhodes are be 
coming alarmed at his possible fate and 
have sent an emissary to see Dr. Leyds, 
the diplomatic agent of the Boers in 
Europe' in regard to the probable course 
the Boers would pursue in event of his 
capture. 
Dr. Leyds assured the inter 
medians* that the Boers did not intend 
to kill Rhodes, but he added.they would 
certainly hold him as hostage until the 
indemnity for the Jameson raid was 
paid. 
In view of the developments 
since the raid, the Boers also decided to 
double the amount of indemnity de 
manded. so Rhodes’ friends will have to 
hand over £2,000.000 before he is re 
leased.
